ISSUE STATEMENT.

small tax on all turnovers in busi- 
ness, for tha cumbersome and bur- 
densome excess profits taxes, sur- 
taxes, luxury taxes and scans of the 
many other forms of tares in the 
present complicated system created 
during the stress of war, is being 
very seriously urged and discussed 
in many parts of the country. 


The sales tax Is not a new form of, 


tax. 
It was used in this country 


following the civil war and was 
found to be very satisfactory., Canada 
has recently enacted a tax on bus! 
ness turnover and a similar tax is 
part of the French system. 


How the details of such a plan 


would be worked out is, of course 
not very definitely stated by its ad- 
Tocates but in a talk before the Ro- 
tary club in New York city last week 
a New York banker suggested a one 
per cent tax on all turnover with an 
exemption on sales below a certain 
amount. 


Large incomes would, under the 


suggestions made by most of the ad 
vocates o! the sales tax, still pay the 
income tax, but the raising of tha ex 
emptlon for the man with the smai: 
Income is usually suggested. 


This sales tax, say Its supporters 


would raise an ample revenue for 
the government, it would be spread 
out over all business fairly equitably 
and could be handled with a simple 
organization where the present com 
plicated system calls for an army o 
experts who rarely agree with each 
other in the interpretations of come 
of the obscure points of the many tax 
regulations we now have. 


The sales tax is certain to be dis 


cussed in the next session of con 
grass as a means cf lessening thi 
burden ot the present system o 
raising revenue.

SOUTHERN CUBA 


"The finest tobacco lands In Pinar 


del Rio are on the south' *ds of .the 
range 
of 
mountains 
that extend 


through the province from east to 
west, midway between the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Caribbean Sea, in 
well-watered, rolling country, full of 
natural beauty and possessed 
of a 


climate as mild 
and sweet as the 


fragrance of tjie cigar whose raw ma. 
terial trrows there. The soil Is cho- 
colate-colored, from two to ten feet 
deep, and gets Its peculiar qualities 
from the volcanoes that once were 
active there. 


"In growing Vuelta Abajo tobacco, 


seed is taken from the first growth 
of 
strong1 and 
sturdy 
plants and 


placed In plots of virgin soil near 
the fields. 'When the seedlings reach 
a proper state of development ttiey 
are transplanted In the fields. Fer- 
tilizer Is selected by chemical analy- 
sis of both the soil and the tobacco 
whose flavor It is desired to repro- 
duce. A mulch of from two to three 
inches of partly decomposed hay Is 
put over the ground to keep down 
the weeds and to provide vegetable 
matter as plant food. 


HANG ON POLES 


"In curing, the leaves 
are sus- 


pended on poles which are put In 
racks, first In the sun and then in 
tlie curing barns. In the latter they 
Lang for several weeks, their color 
changing from the green ot the grow- 
ing plant to the brown of the finished 
cigar. 


"When this stage of the curing pro- 


cess Is completed t'n leaves are put 
into heaps and left to 'sweat' for sev- 
eral days. After tli.U they arc placod 
in hales of about 100 pounds each 
and shipped 
to the storage ware- 


house. There they ferment and un- 
dergo a further curing. This process 
continues from one to two years, ac- 
cording to the grade of the leaves, 
before they ire rrgnrdefl as fit to h^ 
rolled Into cigars. 


TO FACTORY 


"From storage the tobacco goes to 


the cigar factory. Here the bales are 
opened up and sprayed 
with clear 


water and allowed to stand still each 
eaf becomes moist and pliable. After 
:hls the leaves Intended for fillers are 
placed In hogsheads for further cur- 
ng, which requires from two to six 
weeks, depending on the grade of the 
tobacco. 


'The wrapper leaves are selected 


with great care. 
The cheese-cloth 


under which they were grown kept 
out insect enemies and protected them * 
from heavy rains. Any leaf that has 
a hole through It Is retired to the 
humbler rank of filler material. 


"After the cigars are finished they 


are placed in old seasoned cedar bins, 
where they get a little touch of the 
cedar aroma, while any surplus mois- 
ture In them evaporates. When ready 
for market they are assorted accord- 
ing to the color of the wrapper and 
packed in the boxes we see at the 
cigar stands."

Through Winter. 


The County bridge was closed Mon- 


day. It was to have been closed last 
Thursday. 
The closing 
was 
post- 


poned & day because of the picnic at 
Elwin and then was put off three 
days longer for various reasons. The 
mast for the drag belt to be used in 
moving the earth at the bridge will 
be erected In the middle of the road 
and the roadway will be cut by a 
ditch some twenty-nine feet deep and 
with an average width of twentyrtwo 
feet. 
This ditch has to he cut not 


only through the present fill for the 
south approach to the bridge but will 
go several feet into the solid earth. 
A row of sheet piling must be driven 
from fifteen to twenty feet below the 
liottom of this ditch. 


The bridge will remain closed all 


winter. 
The contractors hope that 


when it Is reopened for the public In 
the spring the south wing of the dam 
will b« finished and the bridge and 
its approaches will he up to the new 
level which is fourteen and a half 
feet above the present level of th;- 
bridge.
